SAH FRANCISCO, July 16.—The source 


ot Salton lake is now settled. Tbe water 
comes from tie Colorado river, and » 
newspaper party has just come Into Sal- 
ton from Yuma, making the whole dl* 
tance ia a boat. The start was made last 
.Thursday from Yuma. About fifteen 
mO«s below Ynma the water ponrei 
through many channels into tbe desert 
bar was forming in the river, and 
aaenu probable that at this point the Co 
orado will eventually change its chano 
and throw an immense volume of wate 
Sato the desert. Tbe water was twelv 
Itet deep In tin channel running from Ui 
river. There was water all over the conn 
try, as far as could be seen, intersperse 
by innumerable islands covered wit 
trees. This bottom ia a great cattle conn 
try, but vaqneros now wear life preserv 
en and hard by keep a boat. Soon th 
party came to the old Butterfield stag 
road between Yuma and San Diego. : 
was covered with eighteen feet of wate 
mad tke atream was 200 yards wide. O 
Sunday the party entered New river. 


The Stream Flowed Swiftly. 


After going through a succession 


lakes, through which the main cnrren 
kept ita coune, a break was found in th 
s»nd hill banks ef the stream and 
turned ahruinJy at right angles, flowin 
due north, wLile for ten miles back it ha 
been running east. 
The break was 


yards wide. The stream was seven fee 
deep and flowing very swiftly. This is th 
break that throws water into the desert 
After going a short distance from tb 
crevasse the water spread out over a vca 
extent of country, and was very swift an 
shallow, but about three miles to th 
north all the water in the country Eeeraoc 
t» cane together and rushed down into 
thirty-loot channel, forming small falls 
The water below the falls was ten fee 
deep and tbe current six miles an hour 
Big streams now ran into the channe 
every an yards. The party then passes 
numerous lakes and 
finally struck 


channel through the sand hills, where tli 
water was deep and swift. The bank 
were from thirty to forty feet high, per 
fectly perpendicular, and looked like th 
palisades on the Hudson. 


Providence Intervened. 


It was the old channel of the Coloradc 


when it used to run into the desert. Thes 
fcifh banks caved off continually, am 
created swells which filled the boat wit] 
water. At one place a piece of the bank 
thirty feet high and 300 yards long fell in 


minute after the voyagers passed along 


aide. On Monday the boat ran into a 
lake probably twenty miles aqnare, in the 
midst ef which wa* a deep channel lincc 
by half-submerged mesquite trees. The 
boat ran twanty miles along (his lake 
river and passed out into a good chan 
nel, but still no Salton. 
After going 


about four miles down over the last chan 
ad the banks began to grow higher ant 
higher, and presently a great roaring 
neiso was heard. It was a cataract will 
• fall of eighteen feet. The only way out 
was to make a portage. This was de 
ferred till morning. In the meantime 
providence intervened. The falls cut the 
'bank below the rapids and moved up 
atream, and in tbe morning the voyagers 
found the falls half a mile up the stream 
and their boat was opposite in smooth 
water. 


Salton Finally Reached. 


For about forty-five miles the boot ran 


at terrific speed. On Tuesday morning 
the party left the channel and Salton lake 
•nd finally reach Salton. The Colorado 
river is again reported rising, &o there is 
little prospect of Salton lake drying up 
for some time. 
Much of the country 


passed through is unexplored. The water 
is bringing down an immense lot of seed 
and excellent cattle food is springing up 
everywhere, and the desert will soon be 
good pasturage. Thousands of carp were 
found all along the route. The channe] 
will probably always contain water ex 
eeft in the very lowest stages of the Colo 
nulo river, and there is a strong probabil- 
fty that the Colorado will form a bar at 
the-erevasse and that all its waters will 
ran down here, and the Southern Pacific 
had better prepare to move.

EDUCATIONAL ASSOCIATION. 


Proceedings of the Second Day's Seul 


at Toronto, Ont. 


TOROSTO. July 16.—The second day's 


session of the Xational Educational asso- 
ciation opened at 9 o'clock Thursday 
morning and was well attended. After 
the transaction of some miscellaneous 
business papers were read on "Teaching 
Patriotism," by State Superintendent 
Preston of Mississipi, and on "The His- 
tory of National Education Association" 
by Z. Richards ot Washington, the first 
president of the association, and were dis- 
cussed by Superintendent McKay of Halt 
fax and Dr. Hewitt of Normal, Ills. Free 
discussion followed. Most of the depart- 
ments in connection with the association 
held sessions in the afternoon and lis 
tened to the reading of papers and the 
discussion thereof. 


Evening Proceedings* 


At tbe evening's session of the national 


body United States Commissioner of 
Education Harris spoke on "Education 
in the United States," and Minister of 
Education Rose of Ontario made an ad 
dress on "The Educational System of 
Education in Ontario." 
Large crowds 


filled the largest public hall. An address 
was delivered by the minister of educa- 
tion of Ontario. While this meeting was 
proceeding other attractions were also in 
progress. Mrs. Agnes Thompson, who is 
well known in the United States, ap 
peared in concert before 6,000 people at 
the horticultural pavilion, and was re- 
ceived with much enthusiasm. Thou- 
sands of the teachers took advantage of 
moonlight excursions on Lake Ontario. 


HELD WITHOUT BAIL. 


Frank Tierce, Who Murdered Officer \Tis- 


hnrt at Des Moines. 


DES MOINES, July 16—Frank Pierce, 


the notorious constable who shot and 
killed Special Officer E. S. Wishart June 
30, was Wednesday held to the grand jury 
without bail. His preliminary examina- 
tion, which continued foi two days, was 
finished at noon before Justice Dodsoo. 
In pas&ine upon the case the justice re- 
viewed the testimony at considerable 
length. He said it showed beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt that Pierce was the ag- 
gressor. There was no contradictory evi 
dencc regarding the first assault, which 
it was shown was made by Pierce, and 
was willful, premeditated, aud deliberate. 


No EKcnso for tlie Crime. 


Justice Dudscm said that the evidence 


showed that there was neither excuse nor 
justification for such a crime, as it was 
not denied it had been committed by 
Frank Pierce. His decision that Pierce 
was not bailable was the cause of a dis- 
tinct murmur of approval on the part af 
the 
majority of tbe auditors. 
Pierce 


seemed little disturbed by it. Under the 
ruling he wnl have to lie in jail until the 
grand jury, which meets in September, 
passes upon the case, and either releases 
or nods un indictment against him.

DEVASTATED BY GRASSHOPPERS. 


Colorado Farmers I.ofle Their Entire 


Crops — Great Distress Probable. 


BRISK, Colo., July 16.— Ten miles south 


of here grasshoppers are devastating all 
plant life which lies in their course. Their 
operations extend over a scope of country 
twelve miles in width. They are moving 
north, and bid fair to lay waste all crops 
which they come across. The ground is 
completely covered, and they are so numer- 
ous in parts as to be an inch deep. Several 
upland formers have lost their entire crops. 
Many of these farmers have suffered for 
the last four years from drought, and it is 
feared that great distress will be caused 
by this new misfortune.

A Check on Advertisers.

For in- 
stance, it was a rule not to break a col- 
umn rule for a double column advertise- 
ment of less than fifty lines of type. Con- 
sequently an advertiser could not bull- 
doze one 
office by claiming that some 


other office would meet his demands for a 
twenty-five line double column advertise- 
ment. This uniformity of method applied 
to every particular of the advertising de- 
partment. Mr. Scott here took occasion 
to declare that no consideration wonld in- 
duce him to destroy the make-up or ap- 
pearance of Ms paper for an advertise- 
ment. 
For no consideration would he 


place a double column advertisement at 
the top of a page and run display heads 
underit. 


JXow to Get Circulation. 


Good paper and good ink were potent 


elements in success, he believed, H» de- 
scribed the mean's of getting circulation 
by letting tue whole circulation to differ* 
ent men, but the best method in his 
ion uns "to sue up the community in 
which you live, and then give them what 
they want. If you make a mistake try 
something else, but do not be discaur- 
aged at tbe first time.

WASHINGTON, July 16-Having fully 


disposed of Powderly and the Knights o 
Labor, Secretary Foster now has other 
topics to discuss at the regular morning 
symposium with the newspaper men.

THE NEW OCEAN MAIL SERVICE. 


Some of the Lfnea Proposdd To Be Started 


—Proposals Invited. 


WAsmyaTOH, July 16.—The formal no- 


tice of the post-office department inviting 
proposals for ocean mail lettlngs 
sued yesterday. It cites tbe act of March 
3, 1891, and is unusually explicit because 
the act of congress requires the advertis* 
ing of the route, which must be set forth 
in full, the time when the contract shall 
be made, the duration of the same, the size 
of the steamers to be used, the number of 
trips each year and times of sailing, and 
the time when service shall commence. 
The law requires the insertion of the ad- 
vertisement in at least two daily newspa- 
pers in fourteen of the principal cities, and 
strangely enough no appropriation baa 
been made to pay for the advertisement, 


four New Transatlantic Line*. 


Transatlantic lines are projected to 


Liverpool from J>"ew York and Boston, 
and to Southampton or Plymouth and to 
Antwerp from New York. Also from 
Baltimore to Bremen Bids are also In- 
vited for service from New York and 
Philadelphia to Buenos Ayres, Argentine 
Republic, and to Uruguay. A great deal 
of attention has been paid to the South 
American trade, and bids are invited for 
sen ice from New York, taking the mails 
at Newport Ke\\s or Norfolk. Similar 
service to Rio is asked for from New Or- 
eaus, Galveston, and Port Tampa, which 
will start from Mobile. Four other lines 
to South American 
and West Indian 


ports are proposed and quicker service (o 
points already reached. 


Calli for More New Shlp>. 


From the conferences that have taken 


place there seems to be good reason to ex- 
pect that certain service will be put on 
speedily. This new service, in connection 
with the enlargement of the old, will re- 
quire the building of a number of ships, 
probably not less than five of the first 
class, seventeen of the second class, five 
of the third class, and four of the fourth 
class, with an. aggregate tonnage of 154,- 
000 tons, and at a probable co»t of from 
£29.000,000 to $30,000,000. 
It is hoped that 


the other lines projected will invite still 
further investment of capital.

State Entomologist Fozbrs Is Fsvlng th 


Way for their Annihilation 


Prof S A. Forbes, state entomologist 


and his assistant, Prof Martin, are makini 
a number of experiments on baccllll am 
fungi, destructive of varl us insects, am 
especially chinch bugs. They have at las 
Wand a spore which, upon touching the 
worm or Insect adheres jto It, and grow: 
like a seed. It sends down rootlets into tbi 
body which, in a very short time com 
pietely fills the insect and kills It 
This 


seed bears the name of sporo trlchnm globu 
ifernm and was discovered by Prof. Forbes 
IB 1889, when it killed the chinch bugs in 
such great numbers in Southern Illinois 


Prof. Forbes is cultivating the trichum hi 


small vials with a small portion of a culture 
fluid hi the bottom 
This culture fluid is 


made by mixing cornmeal and beef tea to 
be consistency of a thin batter 
A few 


xingl, nearly or quite invisible to the naked 
lye, are obtained from an infected insect 
and put into the culi'ire fluid. The vials 
are lightly corked with soft cotton to ex 
lude any different sporei which might get 
n and injure the experiment, and the 
growth goes on at a great rate, the spores 
lultlplylng by millions till the whole sur- 
ace is covered with them, presenting the 
ppearance of having been sprinkled with 
our. 
The fungus Is now ready to begin its 


work, and it is fatal to over fifteen differ- 
nt varieties of bisects and worms 
A
